thai would not travel on Sunday in cross- 
ing the plains, because of religious scru- 
ples—pitched tent on the banks of the 
Jlis-ouri at Council Bluffs, ri};ht in their 
trni's. 
Wt> saw there thousinds of caves, 


I'llK) mud htits, hovels, oil sorts of mis- 
era1 1. little habitations, where the whole 
ma -. of Mormons had 
wintered a few 


sc.vnns before, in their exodus from the 
United States to what was then supposed 
to lie Mexico. 
When our train crossed 


the Missouri and pushed west to try to 
reiu h the Pacific, we still were in their 
trails following the marks their great 
mm ing caravan made as it drew its mot- 
tlcil length like a shining serpent across 
the great desert to Salt Lake. 


1 was but a small lad at that time, not 


hi;1 enough to bear arms, or indeed to 
understand much of anything. 
But this 


nm.:h I understood, and understood so 
well that it became a part of my life; 
t h . t n e were in peril. 
It was not In- 


di ins we feared. My father was a Quaker, 
anil he feared no man whom he could 
look !H the face. 
But he did fear the

this terror of them was in the air, it was

I forgot to mention that my father bad

Yet it was 


enough to put our little Sunday train in 
perpetual terror of "judgment" from the 
Danites as we pushed on across the plains. 
We did not sec this Miss Lane, the Mor- 
mon elder's "wife," again for months. 
Fler father either did nut see fit to be ad- 
vised, or, which is more likely, found it 


iu> possible then to turn aside and seek 
another route, and so crossed the Mis- 
si.'cri, as if it were a sort of Rubicon, and 
pushed on ahead. 
As he had horses and 


we only oxen, and then, too, as he trav- 
elled on Sundays, his party had soon left 
our little Sunday train along way behind.

Was a long, narrow, thin, black coffin set 
on two wheels and pushed always by a 
bill, jaunt, and silent giant. 
And if 


there was anything more terrible to us 
children than the mention of the Danites, 
it was the sight of that coffin on wheels, 
and the great bony face and hollow eyes 
of the man who, silent and sullen, pushed 
it along. By and by, and by what means 
or gradual steps I know not, we began to 
associate him with that dreaded order.

pleasant visit to Riverside we began 
making arrangements to leave California. 
We were loth to leave that glorious cli- 
mate where our few weeks of sojourn were 
so full of pleasant associations. 
Having 


arranged to join one of those monthly 
excursions that run both East and West 
every«month in the year, between Chicago 
and Los Angeles, Cal., we arrived at 
Colton in time to interview the town be- 
fore the train was due. 
The most that 


can be said of the town is, there is too 
much rum and too little water to make it 
a desirable place of residence. Wa were 
eye witness to the fact that when a man 
gets more load, in a saloon, than he can 
carry, he is dragged out and dumped on 
the shady side of a building to sober 
off. 


"All aboard!" yes, and away we go through 
a fine section of country for some miles, 
when the beauties of California fade away 
and we cross the divide and enter upon 
one of the dreariest, most desolate and 
uninviting deserts to be found on the 
American continent. This great sandy 
waste lies between the San Jacinto mount- 
ains and the Colorado river. 
Much of it 


ies below the sea level and is noted for 
the scarcity of water, sand hills, dry 
lakes, cactus, and intolerable heat and 


stores of wealth, it is said, ire found ind 
thousands are flocking thither. Five ho- 
tels, gas and water works, electric lights 
and herdic coaches, give it quite a city 
appearance. 
There are but four churches 


in the place, but there are several sec- 
tarian schools where public worship is 
held regularly, and one fine academy. 
Where there are so large a proportion of 
Mexican or Spanish population, as we 
might suppose, the Romin Catholic de- 
nomination takes the lead in the point of 
members. 
The public school building is 


an imposing structure, which will cost, 
when finished, not less than $50,000. 
Good substantial brick blocks, well filled 
stores and the general stir of business 
shows there is quite » trade carried on 
here. 
The winters are nearly as mild 


,s those of Florida or southern Cali- 
fornia, and in summer it ii warm though 
not oppressive. 
Two daily papers and 


half a dozen weeklies cater to the reading 
public. The Spanish language is much 
used,—two of the weekly papers are 
printed in Spanish. 
Among the better 


classes of Spaniards there are evidences 
of both wealth and culture. 
Many of the 


women with hair as black and shiny as a 
raven, eyes of jet, and a dark brunette 
complexion ore of a prepossessing appear- 
ance such as some of our wishy-washy 
novelists would go in ccstacies over. As 
coal and iron abound along the line of

ents, full of affection, was suffering from 
:m uncontrollable fear of the Mormons. 
Her people, she told my father in terri- 
fied whispers, were from the same settle- 


plodding on after it, was the most weird, 
ghostly, and f.iscinating sight that ever 


fror<e young blood. 


One night it was noticed that this 


great, 
gaunt, leaning creature 
cot-Id 


hardly reach camp. 
He was seen to push 


his barrow with effort to the bank of the 
stream a quarter of a mile away from us, 
as was his custom, then to stand a stick 
under an end ot it. 
Then he rolled his 


heavy bag of books and provisions out of 
his singular bed, and with great effort 
got in and lay down. 
He was evidently 


very ill, and my father took me by the 
band and went to see him .it once. 
As 


we came up he reached out his great 
bonv band, and as it fell into father's 
two hands, he s:xid, "I made my barrow 
bed like a coffin, sir, because—because I 
have had a grievous disappointment, and 
fear it may be that I have done wrong in 
my day. The monks of Rome sleep in 
their coffins for penance, sir. 
I am doing 


penince. And then, you see, it keeps 
idlers away, and gives me time to think 
and to read books. * Books are bread— 
breid for body and soul, sir. 
Sit down, 


and when I have a little strength I will 


Colorado river the train stopped to give 
the passengers a chance to inspect the 
mud springs and mud volcanoes, which, 
>y the way, is a curious freak of nature. 
In a depression near the road is a cluster 
of boiling mud caldrons. 
The mud is of 


a reddish nature and from the consistency 
of thick cream, to that of stiff batter. 
The ebullition is continually rolling up in 
a peculiar manner, and some of the more 
dense contents spurt upwards some dis- 
tance and falls back forming a kind of rim 
or crater walls to the miniature volcanoes. 
The air around is strongly impregnated 
with sulphur and in places we can walk 
over ground and hear the rumbling voice 
of the boiling bowels of the earth beneath. 
Intuitively, an expression I heard once 
"rom the pulpit, in my boyhood days, came 
to my mind, it was that of "hell being 
capped over." If there is such a pecu- 
iarity characteristic of hades,-surely this 
jlace, we thought, must be its earthly 
correspondence" according to that the- 


ology that teaches there is a correspond- 
ence between all things here and hereafter. 


Arriving at Port Yutna we had time to 


look around. The Colorado river is the 
line between California and Arizona. A 


hridpe snans the river. ahov<> 


and below we noticed steamboats at an- 
chor. This place is nearly 200 miles east 
of Colton and located on the right bank 
of the river 180 miles from its mouth, 
where it empties into the gulf of Califor- 
nia. The corner of old Mexico comes up 
and corners just across the river. The 
fort was established in 1849, it is more 
particularly used now as a penitentiary 
for the outlawsof Arizona, who get caught, 
than as a government post, however there 
are some soldiers, stationed there. Yunia 
is said to be the hottest and dryest place 
in the United States, it not being an un- 
usual thing to have 350 unclouded days 
out of the year. The town is built mostly 
of adobe brick, but few whites were seen, 
the inhabitants being mostly Mexicans 
and half-breeds. Indians were numerous 
and a more squalid set of human beings 
we never saw. Men, women and children 
were nearly naked, and they would wallow 


i around in the sand and gravel like so 


many swine. 
Some were engaged 
in 


bringing in wood on their backs, carrying 
loads that one would think would tire 
beasts of burden. One tall lank specimen 
of this peculiar tribe was carrying around 
a load of watermelons, selling to whoever 
would buy. 
Others, with their faces 


painted in a manner that made them look 
hideous, were offering bows and arrows 
and like trinkets fur sale to the passen- 
gers, whilst others, same so old that their 
heads were as white as wool, were to be 
seen here and there begging. 
Squaws 


with children strapped on a board and 
bun!! to their backs would trot around 


of Tuscan great, surely manufactories 
ought to pay well here, and doubtless, at 
no distant day, the hum of a busy popu- 
lace will make a music more worthy an 
industrious and enterprising people, than 
the shouts and hilarity of a host of "cow- 
boyi," whose absence, with all good peo- 
ple, is preferable to their presence.

Changes have been observed in the 


spectrum of Sirius which indicate that 
the star is moving away from the earth 
much less rapidly than formerly, and that 
it must therefore be travelling iu a close.J 
and comparatively small orbit. 
Forty- 


five stars were studied with the spectro- 
scope last year at the Greenwich Obser- 
vatory, for the purpose of detecting any 
changes which may occur in their appar- 
ent rates of movement. 


Well may we doubt the success of the 


alchemists of old in their search for the 
"elixir of life," but, if the views pub- 
lished in England by Mr. W. O. Dawson 
are correct, modern science at least ap- 
pears to be able to retard the process of 
old age. 
Mr. Diwson tells us that the 


changes which produce old age are due 
to an excessive action of the oxygen we 
breathe and to the accumulation of lime 
salts in the body. 
He does not state 


whether the oxygen effects may be in 
any degree counteracted, but he believes 
that life maj be prolonged by reducing 
the calcareous deposits to a minimum. 
This he would accomplish by a plan sug- 
gested by Mr. de Lacy Evans. The plan 
is to avoid food containing a large pro- 
portion of earth salts—such as the meat 
from old animals—and to use daily, after 
middle life several glasses of distilled 
water, containing a few drops of phos- 
phoric acid. 
Distilled water is necessary 


on account of its great solvent power. 


The number of volcanic vents in exist- 


ence on the globe was placed by Hum- 
boldt at 407, of which 225 had been ac- 
tive within a century. The Asiatic is- 
lands were supposed to contain about 
half of the latter. More recent estimates 
allow over 990 volcanoes to the Indian 
Archipelago alone. 


Dr. Konig has attempted to show that 


the first real observation of a casa of 
color blindness was made by Goethe. 


Several accurate photographs of lighu 


ning flashing have been secured by Mons. 
Robert Haensel, of lleichenberg, Bohe- 


mia. 
The flashes are shown as long, con- 


tinuous sparks, and in one of the pictures 
the point where the spark met the earth 
may be seen. The landscape is clearly 
defined in the photographs, affording a 
means for calculating the length of the 
lightning's path through the air, which, 
in one instance, was estimated at more 
than a mile.

COLONIZATION OF THE PEAIEIE8. 


The colonization of the prairies of 
Min- 


nesota is interesting to many in the East, 
especially Irishmen, and the experiment 
has been closely, watched. Mr. S. J. 
Ahern of this city, who has been for 
some time in St. Paul, and who has had 
intimate knowledge of the facts, is now 
in New York, and he was asked to give 
the result of his observations. 
He said : 


"Two years and a half ago I wrote to 


the Sun of an attempt to make it profit- 
able to bring farm laborers from Ireland 
to till the prairies of Minnesota, but be- 
yond stating the fact, and that people 
were brought out whose passage across 
tlie ocean and fare to Minnesota had to 
be paid by the owners of the hind, noth- 
ing could be said of the experiment, 
because it was but an experiment. The 
newcomers had liberal treatment; the 
land was furnished them at a low price, 
and on a credit, before the first install- 
ment of interest even, of eighteen months. 
Little houses were built fur them, and 
they found provisions and a yoke of oxen 
and ploughs and harrows and seed and 
stoves and kettles and pans all ready for 
their use. 
For tiie supplies of one kind 


or another they had a credit of eighteen 
months, and as the newcomers .started 
work in the spring of 1881, 
they were 


able to harvest two crops before they 
were called upon to pay a cent. 
An un- 


commonly tempting offer was that of the 
Dublin Company, that transplanted pen- 
niless laborers from the couty Meatli to 
Murray county, in Minnesota, and so the 
experiment was watched with great in- 
t&rcst. 
The first payment of tha new- 


comers became due after last year's har- 
vest, and those who left the land, giving 
farming up for a bad job, were as many 
as those who buckled down for a continued 
struggle for '.he ownership of broad acres. 
Hanging them out was satisfactory 
to 


every one of the newcomers, because if 
they were dissatisfied with farming they 
could, as many of them did, goto the 
the cities, become workers iu factories or 
on railroads, or in some vocation earn the 
dollar a day which, unfortunately, seems 
to be the heighth and ambition of the 
Irish more than any other people. 
The 


Dublin Company rests on the experiment; 
it has changed its mode, and now no ap- 
plication is entertained from 
those who 


have not $500 of thoir own, so th.it they 
will have some interest, some stake in the 
venture.

prairie is now so well tested that persons 
can look the chance fairly in the face, 
and with reasonable accuracy determine 
whether a particular man can succeed in 
it.

In Berlin electricity has been applied 


to the hatching of chickens. 
The eggs 


are placed in a circular box, or incubator, 
over a coil of wire, and the wire is heated 
by the electric current. A thermometer 
automatically regulates the temperature 
by cutting the wire coil out of circuit 
when the heat becomes too great. 


In view of the liability of steamships to 


collision with icebergs*in crossing the 
Atlantic, Mr. R. A. Proctor suggests the 
use of the sensitive heat measures of 
Edison or Langley for giving warning of 
the proximity of ice at night or in fogs. 
One of these instruments iu the bow of a 
vessel would indicate a change of tem- 
perature'with the iceberg a quarter of a 
mile or more away, and might be made 
to attract attention to the presence of in- 
visible danger by causing a fog horn to be 
sounded—or otherwise, as might be neces- 
sary.

list, and modify the provisions relating to 
schedule K, so as to equalize the rates of 
duties imposed on wool and woollen goods, 
either by reducing tjie latter or slightly 
increasing the former. 
The members of 


the majority who desired that 
these 


changes should be made in committee 
were outvoted. They said frankly to Mr. 
Morrison.Mr. Kurd, and Mr. Hewitt that 
the bill was doomed unless those changes 
were made, and advised that it would be 
extremely hazardous to permit any amend- 
ments in the House. 


Mr. Hewitt consented, much against 


his will, to the emasculation of the free 
list, and he will oppose in caucus and in 
the House any attempt to strike off coal, 
salt and timber, the last remnants of his 
feverish demand for free raw materials. 
Since the bill was agreed to in committee 
the feeling of opposition on the Demo- 
cratic side has steadily increased, and 
unless a miracle is worked by the revenue 
reformers in caucus the impossibility of 
passing it will be made manifest there. 


The Republican leaders, from a party 


standpoint, prefer that the bill should be 
discussed for some time before it is 
finally killed, and they would be pleased 
at the propor time that a 
motion to 


strike out the enacting clause should be 
made by a Democrat. 
There are, how- 


ever, many Republicans who insist that 
such a motion shall be made at the ear- 
liest possible moment. They regard the 
bill as a menace to the industries of the 
country which should bo removed without 
an instant's delay.—Phila. Press dis- 
patch.

TIIE LAW AXD THE WOMAN. 


Those who were acquainted witb Judge 


Peirce felt tolerably certain what his 
view of Mrs. Kilgore's application for 
admission to practice law in Common 
Pleas Court No. 1, and therefore bis dis- 
senting opinion from the decision of his 
brother judges surprised no one. He 
warmly took up tbe cause of woman, aud 
furnished unanswerable reasons for doing 
so. It is hardly worth while saying that 
he had the best of the argument, because 
there was no argument at all on tbe other 
side, nor has there been in any of the 
courts which have refused admission to 
this woman. There is a disposition to 
steer clear of this question which is very 
unwise. The irresistible logic of events 
IBS decided beyond appeal that woman 
hall enter business and professional pur- 
suits, and we may as well squarely recog- 
nize the fact frankly and promptly. 
We 


can understand the reluctance of those 
excellent of those excellent judges who 
rejected Mrs. Kilgore's application, to 
open their courts to so radical a depart- 
ure from established precedent, nnd can 
readily imagine that their exalted ideas 
of the dignity of the halls of justice 
would receive a violent wrench if women 
were admitted to the office of attorney* 
but this is not a case which admits of the 
indulgence of personal feeling or prefer- 
ence in its adjustment. 
The women de- 


mand it as a right, and are 
willing to 


stand or fall as tbe law shall decide when 
fairly and candidly interpreted. It is too 
late to take the ground that a woman is 
"not a person," and if it is admitted that 
she is a person then her battle is won, 
and the only thing left for our judges to 
do is to gracefully recognize the fact and 
bow to the inevitable. Woman has won 
her way under the shelter of the law 
everywhere else but in the sanctuary of 
lav/ itself. 
Here she is stopped and de- 


nied admittance, and the only reason 
given is the well-known woman's reason 
for everything—"because." There sure- 
ly can be no objection because the wear- 
ing of gowns by both judges and lawyers 
is an established English custom, and it 
happens most awkwardly just now that 
our judjies are seriously considering the 
propriety of wearing them themselves.— 
Evening News.

Like other thermometric scales it 
1-as two fixed points—the freezing point, 
or rather tlio melting point of ice, and the 
bo.lins: point of water.

and Reaumer scales call the 
freezing 


point zero, and measure therefrom in both 
directions. This is a very natural ar- 
rangement. 
Fahrenheit kept the princi- 


ple on which he graduated his thermome- 
ter a secret, and no one has ever discover- 
ed it. 
It is supposed, however, that he 


considered his zero-thirty-two degrees 
below freezing-the point of absolute cold 
or absence of all heat, either because be- 
ing about the temperature of melting 
suit and snow, it was the greatest degree 
nf cold that he could produce artificially, 
or because it was the lowest natural tem- 
perature of which he could find any rec- 
ord. 
The grounds on which Fahrenheit 


put one hundred aud eighty doarees be- 
tween the freezing aud boiling points are 
likewise unknown.

If the discharge isofdo- 
eslic sewage only, its solid matter will 
e consumed by fishes if it i» delivered 
ito a water course, and its dissolved 
laterial will bo taken up by aquatic 
cgetation.

and manners arc not calculated to pre- 
dispose the stranger in favor of the coun- 
try that welcomes him in this fashion. 
Of course nothing contraband was discov-

Sin — Cin nmstaticesof friendship call- 


ed me suddenly in October last to the 
Northwest of America. 
The summons 


came by telfgram on a Thursday. On 
Friday I secured, by the same means, a 
berth in the < elebratcd steamer Alaska 
which left Liverpool next forenoon, and 
in seven days one hour from Qucenstown 
I landed at New York. 
It was a fine 


Sunday morning, and having, like all the 
rest of the passengers, "checked" my 
baggage to Uie hotel I intended to go to 
a friend anil myself walked up town. 
After booking our names and reading 
snnic letters ind having a look at the pa- 
pers, we proceeded to our apartments, 
where we found the baggage awaiting us. 
The cost o( "checking" — which in my 
case amounted to fifty cents (or 2s.) for 
tbrec'pieces —was afterwards included in 
the hotel bill. 


Two days later I left for the West on 


the limited (ixpresf of the Pennsylvania 
Central Railroad. 
My ticket, which I 


bad secured tbo day before at one of the 
railway oflk< 8 in Uroadway, not far from 
the hotel, cut $20 to Chicago, with $10 
extra for tin' USD of sleeping and dining- 
cars, and my baggage, it need scarcely 
by Miid, wa<, checked from hotel in New 
York to Chicago, and charged for in the 
bill as ujunl 


The diktancc by (his road is a little un- 


der 1000 miles, which was done in twen- 
ty-five hours and thirty minutes, and the 
cost wag lets than for a corresponding dis- 
tance at home 
But in the manner of 


traveling tin-difference is overwhelming- 
ly in favor of America. 
The car by 


which I journeyed was built of mahogany 
inlaid with Graceful floral decorations, 
and furnished in the most sumptuous 
manner. 
Heated by concealed steam- 


pipes, o comfortable temperature was 
maintained night and day, and although 
snow 
streiKed the 
Al'leghenies, and 


smaller stn ims were covered with ice, 
nobody ammig the passengers seemed to 
think rugs, Ac., a necessary portion of 
tbeir travel ing impedimenta. 
Our hide- 


out lead font-warmers were conspicuous 
by their absence 
At either end of the 


car were capacious lavatories and relative 
convcnienci s — one for ladies, the other 
for gentlenn n, equipped with soap, clean 
towels, brushes, combs, Jcc., and a filter 
with fresh drinking water. 


From tin- time of leaving New York 


till arrival ,t Chicago, no passenger need 
leave the c >rs. 
Attached to the sleeping 


car is a dining car, equally sumptuously 
fitted, and 
USD n smoking car, both of 


which arc specially reserved for those who 
pay the extra $10, and which, therefore, 
in reality constitute first-class accommo- 
dation. In the dining-car, at $1 each, 
one can Irive three meals daily, from a 
bill of fare lh.it erred only in its profuse 
abundance and variety of well cooked 
food. 
The use of stimulants seems to 


be falling into discredit among the better 
class of Americans, for neither on this 
occasion nur riftcruards did any wine, 
beer or spirits appear on the tables, nor 
did I ever liear them asked for. 
After- 


wards those who felt disposed that way 
retired to the smoking car . but the sleep- 
ing car contained a small, neatly flttel 
up cabinet, where such as sought private 
conversation over a cigar might resort. 


In short, the new first-class American 


cars exceed by far in elegance, conveni- 
ence and comfort the rare Pullmans seen 
on this line, and I venture to soy no Eu- 
ropean monarch travels by rail so suinp- 
t"onsly as our republican cousins. 


At dawn I saw from my comfortable 


bed, in whuh everything was scrupulous- 
ly fresh and clean, that we were gliding, 
with scarce any vibration, over the prai- 
ries of Illinois : and on nearing Chicago 
I checked my baggage to the Grand Pa- 
cific, whitln r I was carried by one of the 
h >tei onmiliusses, and where I found it 
shortly nfierwurils. 


I respectfully submit the suggestion to 


the consideration of the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer. 


But the most remarkable contrast was 


reserved for my i eturn to Scotland. Trav- 
eling down bv a night train I was half 
frozen with cold till nrrival at Carlisle, 
where we were detained an hour and a 
half for the London train, and where the 
fire in the waiting room merely served to 
remind one how cold and comfortless the 
place was 
S!e< p was out of the ques- 


tion, and I landed at the Prince's street 
station stiff and almost numb with cold.

Having no loos< change in my pocket, I 
asked the cabman to wait till I got my 
ticket. On niv return, about five min- 
utes afterward, neither CAD nor porter 
was visible anyuhcre, and failing to find 
the latter on tha platform or any sign of 
my bsigeage, one of the officials and my- 
self explored the station as far as time 
would permit, but without success. Hav- 
ing written thai 1 would be home by that 
train, and leaving the cab fare with the 
official already icferred to, I came away 
without my baggage, which only reached 
me two days afterwards. 
Had this con- 


tretemps occurred when on my way to eni- 
burk at Liverp ml for America, it would 
not only have occasioned serious inconve- 
nience and delay, but possibly the forfeit- 
ure of my passage money. 


It is quite uunecessaiy to describe Uie 


American check system, with which all 
the traveling wdrld is now familiar.

first became a< quainted with it as a boy 
thirty-five yeais ago, since when I have 
been three times in the country,and have 
Ind on each occasion the more to admire 
this simple and admirable system, whic' 
saves one from the worst worries of lev- 
eling here. 


Americans c in not understand how we 


quietly submit to travel in carriigcs in 
which we arc h ilf fro/en in winter, which 
are very, vciy stuffy in summer, and in 
which murder ind other outrages may be 
committed witli impunity, nlule our bag- 
gage system tliey regard as simply bar- 
baric.

traveling tlirough the States of Illinois, 
lottaand Jl mnesota, for considerable dis- 
tance by te im., I had frequent occasions 
to check ID \ heavy baggage by rail to va- 
rious points in advance on my route, and 
never in a single instance did I experi- 
ence any difficulty in procuring delivery 
of it on the production of my checks.

On my 
arrival there three davs afterwards, in- 
stead of checking my baggage to the ho- 
tel where 1 intended to put up, I checked 
it to the dock of the steamer by which I 
was to sail the following morning , and 
there, on driving from the hotel, I found 
it awaiting me at the shore end of the 
g.mpway as I was about to embark — never 
having once seen or troubled myself 
about it since I left Litchfield, 2000 miles 
away, and having changed cars and lines 
of road twice — at St. Paul and Chicago. 


Now, mirk the contrast. I arrive at 


Liverpool, give up my baggage to the 
Northwest 
Railway Company, without 


any voucher or check being interchanged, 
and proceed to Lime street by a suburb- 
an railway from the dock gates in evil- 
smelling carriages which my American 
fellow- tra\ i Icrs scornfully stigmatized as 
"bunks," and into which we were locked 
like criminals. 
It was a wet, gloomy 


day, and after my pleasant American ex- 
periences! felt like one who had "come 
down in the world." On afterwards ap- 
plying for my baggage at Lime street 
station, I was not only obliged to prod nee 
my card as evidence of identity, but I hud 
to go don n into a deep dark cellar to 
point out the packages: and after all this 
unnecessary bother I had to pay more than 
at New York, where baggage was carried 
double the distance. But the charge is 
n mere tecoadary consideration. It is 
the restless anxiety and worry our system 
—or rather entire want of system— need- 
lessly impose on you from starting till ar- 
riving at j our destination that is so pro- 
voking. 


And it may not be inappropriate here 


to remark >n the gratuitous farce presen- 
ted at the examinption of passengers' 
baggage by the custom house officers. 
Seeing that cigars ore dearer and infinite- 
ly worse in America than at home, and 
that no sane person would think of smug- 
gling a bottle of '-old Bourbon," what 
can be the object of exposing passengers 
to tha humiliating ordeal of opening and 
turning over the content* of their port- 
manteaus in a windy dock warehouse, un- 
less it be from sheerly stupid traditional 
custom, and to furnish employment to a 
•ot of seedy persons whose appearance
